And he 
cometh and findeth them ſleeping, and faith unto Peter, Simon, fleep- | 
eſt thou? couldſt not thou watch one hour? Watch ye and pray, leſt 
ye enter into temptation : The ſpirit truly is ready, but the fleſh is 
weak. And again he went away, and prayed, and ſpake the ſame words. : 
And when he returned, he found them aſleep again, (for their eyes | 
were heavy) neither wilt they what to anſwer him. And he cometh | 
the third time, and faith unto them, Sleep on now, and take your reſt: | 
it is enough, the hour is come; Behold, the Son of man is betrayed in- | 
to the hands of ſinners.

and {prinkled both the book and all the people, ſaying, This is the 
blood of the teſtament, which God hath enjoyned unto you. More- 
over, he ſprinkled likewiſe with blood both the tabernacle, and all the 
veſſels of the miniſtry. And almoſt all things are by the law purged 
with blood; and without ſhedding of blood is no remiſſion. Tt was 
therefore neceſſary that the patterns of things in the heavens ſhould 
be purified with theſe, but the heavenly things themſelves with better 
dacrifices then theſe. For Chriſt is not entred into the holy places made 
with hands, which are the figures of the true, but into heaven it ſelf; 
now to appear 1n the preſence of God for us; nor yet that he ſhould 
ofter himſelf often, as the high prieſt entreth into the holy place every 
year with blood of others : for then muſt he often have ſuffered ſince 
the foundation of the world; but now once in the end of the world,hath 
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he appeared to put away fin by the ſacrifice of himſelf. And as it is

[fie him. Pilate faith unto them, Shall T crucifie your king ? The chief 
'Prieſts anſwered, Wehave no king but Celar. Then delivered he him 
' therefore unto them to be crucified: and they took Jeſus and led him 
away. Andhe bearing his croſs, went forth into a place called the place 
ofa cull, which iscalled in the Hebrew, Golgotha : Where they crucih- 
:ed him, and two other with him, on either fide one, and Ts in the 
midit. And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the croſs. And the writing 
was, JESUSOFNAZARETH THE KINGOF IHE 
[EW S. This title then read many of the Jews: for the place 
where Jeſus was crucified was nigh to the city : and it was written 
in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latine. Then laid the chief prieſt of the 
Jews to Pilate, write not, the king of the Jews; but that he fſaid, I am 
the king of the Jews. Pilate anſwered, What I have written, I have 
written. Then thefouldiers, when they had crucified Jeſus, took his 
garments (and made four parts, to every ſouldier a part) and alſo his 
coat : now the coat was without ſeam, woven from the top through- 
out. They ſaid theretore among themſelves, Let us not rend it, but 
caſt lots for it whole it ſhall be : that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
which faith, They parted my raiment among them, and for my 
veſture they did caſt lots. Theſe things theretore the fouldiers did. 
Now there ſtood by the crols of [eſus, his mother, and his mothers 
ſiſter, Mary the wite of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When Je- 
ſus therefore ſaw his mother, and the diiciple ſtanding by, whom 
heloved, he laithunto his mother, Woman, behold thy ſon. Then 
daith he tothe diſciple, Behold thy mother. And from that hour that 
diſcipletook her unto his own home. Afterthis, Jeſus knowing that 
all things were now accompliſhed, that the Scripture might be fulfilled, 
faith, 1 thirſt. Now there was ſet a veflel full of vineger : and they 
filled a ſpunge with vineger, and put it upon hyſlop, and put it to 
His mouth. When Jeſus therefore had received the vineger, he ſaid, 
It isfiniſhed: and he bowed hishead, andgave up thegholt. The Jews 
therefore, becauſe it was the preparation, that the bodies ſhould not 
remain upon the croſs on the ſabbath-day ( for that ſabbath-day was 
an high day) belought Pilate that their legs might be broken, and that 
they might be taken away. Then came the ſouldiers, and brake the 
legs of the firſt, and of the other which was crucified with him. But 
when they came to Jeſus, and ſaw that he was dead already, they brake 
;not hislegs. But one of the ſouldiers with a ſpear pierced his ſide, and 
\forthwith came there out blood and water. And he that faw it bare 
'record, and his record is true : and he knoweth that he faith true, that 


'ye might believe. For theſe things were done that the Scripture ;
